companions ? You muſt know, ahſwered the go. 
vernor, that our fires do nor repel, freſh waters, 
but falr : therefore the fugitive faculty lies not in 
the water, but in the ſalt that is mixed. with it, 
But that is not all, for we often put conſiderable 
quantities of ſalt water in our cauldrons, which 
we boil over our fires in order to make ſalt; yet 
we do not find that the fire has any repelling force 


on it, which we attribute to the metal in the boiler, 
wich deſtroys the effeck of the fire. 
I chen told him, that T wanted to know how 
they were ſupplied with freſh water, ſeeing they 
were ſurrounded with falt water, and had no rain 
"You may obſerve, replied the governor, that 
the top of mount Horeb runs a conſiderable way 
into the ſea above us: the ſalt waters ſoak and 
penetrate into the hill by their natural weight ; now

heights. by the inhabitants, by means of engines, 
drains, . banks and dams, Sc. ſo that they are 


capable of watering the land, and ſupplying all. 


the neceſſary. purpoles of life. Indeed we ſome- 


times labour under one inconyeniency, and that 


is, when your air above is more than ordinary 


heavy, the ſea is preſt down lower, ſo that the top 


of mount Horeb 1s conſiderably deeper in water 
than is uſual; this encreaſes our ſprings to ſuch a de · 


gree that they overflow the country, and ſometimes - 


endanger our-meadows, and fields of corn; in this 


caſe we ſet five or fix ar ten men with fiery. ſticks 


over the great pond, which makes the water re- 
treat back or dowpwards through the great hole at 


the bottom, by which means, we can raiſe the iſ- 
land to any height we pleaſe; in theſe caſes we 


often raiſe it till mount Horeb ſhews her top above 
your horizon, and may be ſeen over the ſurface, 


of your ſeas; this we do in order to free the hill 


entirely of water, by which means the ſprings 
ceaſe to flow, the floods dwindle to nothing, and 


the face of the country is reſtor ed to its former y ſs: 


beauty, But then, ſir, ſays I. are you not afraid 


of being diſcovered ; for the glorious light of this

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_- caſions, by enlightenipg your e or the 
upper regions of your air, as a candle blazing in 
tte ſocket of a candleftick glances on the ce 35 
of the room, tho' all the reſt of the room be in 
gloomy darkneſs; and it is the more viſible to you, 
as e e raiſe. the iſland when your ſun is 
ſer, which we can eaſily perceive by the blackneſs 
of rhe waters round mount Horeb. Theſe lights

you call ſtreamers, merry dancers, and northern 
Fohs you tee them, bur cannot account for them; 
ye are not ſenſible that they are nothing but the 
8 ariſe from our oaks on mount Harel, 
reflected on your atmoſphere, 7; 
hut fir, ſays I, is there no danger that the inha. 
bitants increaſe beyond what the lands can bear? 
+ FT know the number of inhabitants are reckoned 
the riches, of a country; but then it myſt be a 
country of tiade and commerce, for that muſt 
make ſome of the inhabitants vaſtly rich, and con: 
ſequently vain and ambitious; and theſe yices find 
employment for a great number of people, wha 
Bye comfortably by ſupplying their rich neigh: 
bours with things which they do not really. want; 
nothing of which is the caſe of this place. To 
which -the governor replied, our firſt lawgivers 

| foreſaw this inconvenience, and ſo pr ovided againſt 
it. But before I tell you in what manner, I muſt 
let you know that we do not confine ourſelves to 
things barely neceffary, but allow ourſelves a free 
uſe of ſuch things as are decent and ornamental. 
| We ſee the wolf .of nature adorned, and beau- 
E - Ctifully ſet qut'for the entertainment, delight, and 
F enjoyment of mankind: then why ſhould men 
F make themſelves an exception to this general rule, 
|, by appearing Indecent and unadotned to each 

L other? It is not the uſe, but the abuſe of a thin 
hat is offenſive. You may judge by your methoc 
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on a trade by ſea to more advantage than any 
other nation; we, can dip under water at pleaſure, 
and fo avoid the ſtorms and hurricanes, that are ſo 
deſtructive to your fleets and ſhipping. We carry. 
large caſks full af the earth of mount Hores, in 
our veſſels ; which converts the falt water of the 
ocean into that which is ſweet and Reik, By the 
uſe of our ſeamen ; which is of vaſt advantage in 
long ſea, voyages. We have a ſtore-houſe on the 
Irifh coaſt, and factors to tranſact buſineſs for us, 
in ſeveral trading towns. We export beef, hides, 
tallow, butter, woolen and linen cloth, and ſe- 
veral other manufactures; and in return, bring 
home money, and ſuch goods as we have occaſion 
for. It has been cuſtomary of a long time among 
us, to ſend fome of our men and women into your 
world to learn fuch trades, arts. and ſciences, as 
we judged might be. uſeful and improving; and 
would employ hands we have to ſpare, We are 
often among you, and mix with you at your fairs, | 
markets, ae other publick meetings; to learn 
how affairs are carried on in other nations. 5 
this emplayy's ron many people, both male and 
female. I ſhall now give you an account of our 
publick ceconpmy, in relation to your queſtion. 
Our governors. ordered, that no man ſhould /, 
marry before he was thirty years of age, nor an 
woman before ſhe was five and twenty; that on 
one child ſnould be capable of poſſeſing land, 1 > 
another of getting a portion; this favour was fixed 
upon the two eldeſt children, who were therefore 
called proprietors, as having a fortune either in 
land or money ; tho” the land always went to the 
male child, if the two eldeſt were of different 
ſexes. The parents were obliged to begin at the *' ' 
time of their own marriage, to lay by money to 
live upon in their old days; becauſe they were 
ages to part with their lands, when their eldeſt

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All the other children, beſide theſe mentioned, 


are in general called * younkers, theſe are not 


allowed to marry, unleſs they are called into 
the rank of proprietors, to ſupply the defects of 


ſuch families as have but one child, or none at all; 


or where proprietors have a mind to ſell their birth: 
right, which they ſometimes do, when they have 
no inclination to marry. Some of theſe younkers 
are ſent to trades, to ſea, or to ſervice, while they 
are young, and are all maintained out of the pub- 
lick ſtock when they are old and paſt their labour; 
the reſt are ſent to a kind of monaſtry or acade- 
my, where they are inſtructed in the rules of juſ- 
tice, and the law of God. Out of theſe are 
choſen our teachers, and our exhorters for religi- 
_ ous purpoſes, and our wardens, directors and go- 
vernors for our civil or national affairs; what re- 
mains are formed into a kind of militia or poles 
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the publick fires upon mount Hort. 
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excellent, except in that part which, denies mar- 
riage to ſo large a number of people, who, perhaps, 
might not have the gift of continency. To this he re- 
plyed, that the deſire of copulation is not ſo ſtrong as 
— e people are apt to imagine; it depends, in agreat 
meaſure, on ſeveral outward eircumſtances that 
may be guarded againſt. The ſun's genial heat 
is a great provocative, which is the reaſon that both 
ſexes marry very young in hot countries, much 
earlier than in the cold regions of the north: this 
does not affect us, the enlivening heat with which we 
are bleſt, cheers our blood Without hurrying or 
inflaming it. Another cauſe is idleneſs; employ» 
ment keeps the mind too buſy to give it much time 
for rambling. or wanton thoughts; therefore ſor 
this and other reaſons, we put our young people 
to ſome employment as ſoon as they are capable 
of it; another cauſe is, a too great familiarity be- 
tween the ſexes ; toying, kiſſing, rummaging, 
prompt to more looſe deſires; this we likewiſe 
guard againſt. Cuſtom and faſhion have their in- 
fluence in this as well as ſeveral other affairs of 
life, but they have no place with us. Curioſity 
may be added to the reſt; one is deſirous to try 
what he hears another praiſe ſo much, and to exs 
perience what can be in thoſe pleaſures which he 
ſees another ſo eagerly purſue; but the beſt guard 
againſt this, and all the reſt, is religion, which is 
early inſtilled into the minds of our young people, | 
and ſo conſtantly. practiſed by all who are ca- 
pable of it, that even the violent inclinations! of 
nature are either quite ſtifled, or yield entirely to 
it; nor do we put any force on thoſe to whom
